Sirn,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
eantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the dmted weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not go marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d —By the last Express [ dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disap- 
pointinent would have been experienced by par- 
ties in Calcutta ; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to ad- 
mit of the public becoming aware of the privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only which 
are so marked. 


3d.— The public ought moreover to be most espe- 
cially warned not to mark © per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas im weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched.  Lhey will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the xpress. 


4th.—] shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of * Newspaper Offices” in Calcutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there- 
with that not more than two papers (whether sent 
out from England marked “ per Express,” or posted 
in Bombay to go by Express) will, in future, be 
forwarded by the Government Express. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
Jand Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 


5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 folas, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas. J have therefore determined to send two 
Overland Papers to cach Office, wtthout reference 
to that limit, and shall continue the practice until 
I receive orders to the contrary from Government 
or the Home Authorities.

Sirn,— You are aware that besides the Puncha- 
yet at Ajmere entitled “ The International Court 
of Vukeels of Rajpootana,” similar Punchayets 
have been formed at each of the Political Agen- 
cies composed of the Vukeels of States nearest 
the residence of the Political Agents, for ina 
Country of 1,00,000 square miles, it was very 
Boon discovered that Ajmere was far too remote 
from some of the States to enable plaintiffs to 
resort, and bring their witnesses to that place, for 
justice in international Criminal cases. The places 
at which Courts have now been established are 
Neemuch, Jyepoor, Jodhpoor, Kotah and Mul- 
lanee, and their Courts are composed of the Poli- 
tical Agent and the Vukeels of the four or five 
surrounding States, this brings the administration 
of international justice within the reach of the 
subjects of all the States in Rajpootana. 

2. In organizing the system, I found that some 
of the neighbouring States showed a reluctance to 
send their Vukeels to our Agent at the Capital of 
another State, egpecially in the case of Jo hpoor, 
where the Punchayet is camposed of the Political 
Agent at that Court, and the Vukeels of Jodhpoor, 
Beekanere, Jesulmere, and Sirdhee. This reluct- 
ance has however been overcome by the assurance 
that the Court of Vukeels is not altogether sta- 
tionary at Jodhpoor, but that it will, with the 
Political Agent, move to the Capitals of the other 
States, or wherever its presence mav be required 
for the administration of international justice. 

3. One of the good effects of this system of 
Punchayet has been, to enable me to decline to 
attend to the complaints of the subjects of any one 
State against those of another State, and to refer 
complainants to the Vukeel of their own State, 
through whom only I now receive such repre- 
sentations. The Vukeels, however, generally 
when the complaint is well founded, carry the 
aggrieved party at once to the Punchayet, or 
refer him through letter to that Tribunal, which 
has had the good effect of showing all classes, tHat 
they must look to the Officers of their own Go- 
vernment for obtaining justice or redress of ine 
ternational, as of national grievances. In the same

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
rantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge- 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—- By the last Exprese I dispatched as usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especially

forwarded by the Government [{xpress. Some of 
the Newspaper Offices have as many as six Over- 
land Papers marked * per Express,” but, as they 
cannot be so forwarded, it is useless to have them 
so marked. 

5th.—The new rule limits the weight of a 
Newspaper to 3 tolus, but, if that were acted up to, 
the Newspaper Offices would be deprived alto- 
gether of the privilege conceded by the Notifica- 
tion of May last, as an Overland Paper invariably 
weighs more than 3 and generally very nearly 6 
tolas.

Sin,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
inatant, 1 have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 


ing to the public generally, especially the Mer. 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over. 
land Letters, to be forwarded on by the Govern. 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the Jimited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes pe. 
nerally known, they ought to advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 

2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as ueual

1848, is hereby promulgated for general infor- 
mation. 

Act No. IX. or 1848. 


An Act to repeal Acts No. XID. of 1839 and 
No, XIL of 1840, and to raise funds for Police and 
Muneipal purpuses throughout the Settlement of 
Prince of Wale? Island, Singapore and Malacea, 
aud the dependencies and places sutordinate or 
annexed thereto, by levying an Assessment upon the 
rents, produce and income derived from Buildings 
and Lands within the said Settlement, and by taxing 
Carriages, Waggons, Carts, Horses, and Mules kept 
or used within the same. 


I. It ishereby enacted, that from and after the 
First day of January 1849, Act No. XIL. of 1839 
and Act No. XII. of 1840, are repealed. 


I]. And itis hereby enacted, that from the said 
First day of January 1849 an Assessment at a rate 
not exceeding ten per cent., to be fixed from time 
to time, as he’shall think fit, by the Chief Civil 
Authority within the incorporated Settlement of 
Prince of Wales’ Igland, Singapore and Malacca, 
shall be levied every half-year in advance on the 
actual or estimated rents of all Houses, Shops and 
other Raildings situated within the said Settlement 
and ‘the ‘dependencies and places now or hereafter 
to be subordinate or annexed therete, to be paid 
by the Tenant or Tenants, or Occupier or Occu- 
piers of such Houses, Shops and other Buildings 
at the time of such Assessment Pravided always, 
that the several Houses or Buildings specified in 
Schedule A hereusdto anvexed, shall be exempted 
from Asecéement under this Act. 


I1E.* And itis hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid an Assessment at a rate 
not. exceeding five cent. to be fixed from 
time to time as he shall see fit by the said Chief 
Civil Authority, shall be levied half-yearly or anhu- 
ally .upon the actual rent or ypop the value of 


the net produce derived from all lands situated 
in the said Settlement, dependencies and places 
i, posseaped, or used for purposes of agriculture 


‘@ultivation of any description whatsoever. Pros 
gatalwags, that no Assessment shall be charged 
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on any rent paid as quit rent to the East India 
Company for lands held under leases or other 
titles from the said Company, and that the pro- 
duce of lands of less extent than three (3) acres 
used for the cultivation of Paddy, Siri, or Vegetae 
bles, and lands of which the annual net produce 
shall be less than ‘Ven Spanieh Dollars, if it shall 
be the sole assessable property of any one or more 
persons, shall be exempted from the payment of 
any Assessment under this Act. 


1V. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
ascertain the value of the net produce of any such 
lands for any one year or half-year for the purpose 
of levying such Assessment the amount of outlay 
actually paid and expended during that particular 
period in and upon the lands yielding such pro- 
duce and in the manufacture of any such produce 
(not including either the purchase money of such 
lands, or the original outlay thereon, or the cost 
or purchase money of any articles of Machinery 
used or employed, or of any Buildings erected 
thereon) shall be deducted from the estimated 
value, at the then local current rate, of the gross 
quantity or amount of produce whether manufac- 
tured or otherwise derived from such landa, and 
that upon the overplus or net balance vatue so 
ascertained the said Assessment shall be levied and 
paid. 

VY. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to 
facilitate the collecting of Assessment on lands in 
manner specified in Section LV. of this Act, it shall 
and may be lawful for the Collector or other Officer 
appointed in manner hereinafter mentioned to 
collect the same at each of the said Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places aforesaid to require 
the Owner, Occupier, Agent, Superintendent or: 
other person in charge of any such lands to furnish 
him either annually or half yearly in writing under 
his or their hand or hands, with a true and detailed 
statement of the gross and actual quantity and 
amount of produce of what nature and kindsoever 
yielded by the said Jand or manufactured therefrom 
during either of the said periods, and likewise a 
true and, detailed statement of the amount of 
actual outlay paid and expended in the cultivation

of the said land, and in the prepsratioy’ or manu- 
facture, of the produce thereof d ‘the: like 
porjode, which said,etatements ‘shall*be'¥erited by 


gar or gfirmation tobe madé by such person or 
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persons before one of Her Majesty's Justices of 
the Peace at such Station (who is hereby autho- 
rized and required to administer the same) if there- 
to required by the said Co}lector or other Officer as 
aforesaid. And any person or persons who shall re- 
fuse to make such oath or affirmation, or who shall 
refuse to furnish such statement, shall on conviction 
thereof before the Court of Quarter Session at 
such Station, be liable to pay a fine not exceeding 
Two Hundred Spanish Dollars, and in default of 
payment thereof to be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding two months. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that from and 
after the day aforesaid a ‘T'ax shall be levied half- 
yearly in advance on all Carriages, Waggons, 
Carts, Horses, Mules and Elephants in use or 
kept within the said Settlement, dependencies and 
places to be charged on the Owner or Owners, or 
where the Owner is absent or cannot be ascertain- 
ed. on the person or persons in charge thereof, at 
the following rates, that is to say:

and that if the payment of any such Tax ehall not be 
duly made it shall be lawful for any Justice of the 
Peace upon being satisfied that due diligence has 
been used to obtain payment, to issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Tax by seizing 
and selling the Goods and Chattels of the person 
or persons so charged with the payment of such 
Tax and so making default. Provided always, 
that the several velicles and animals, specified in 
Schedule B hereunto annexed, shall be exempted 
from the payment of any ‘Tax under this Act. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Chief 
Civil Authority of the said Settlement shall have 
power to appoint a Collector or Collectors, or such 
other Officer or Officers as may be deemed requi- 
site for the collection of the Assessment and ‘Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the several Stations of 
Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, 
and the dependencies and places subordinate or 
annexed thereto respectively, 

VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that in any 
case where payment shall not be duly made of any 
Assessment charged and demanded under autho- 
tity of this Act, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the same shall certify in writing 
such non-payment to any Justice of the Peace who, 
if he shall be satisfied that due diligence has been 
used to obtain payment, and that the same has 
been improperly withheld, shall issue his Warrant 
for levying the amount of such Assessment by seiz- 
ure and sale of any Goods and Chattels and growing 
Crops whatsoever aud to whomsoever belonging 
in or upon the Houses, Shops or other Buildings, 
or in or upon the lands respectively charged, and 
the overplus, if any, after deducting the expences 
of such seizure and sale, shall be paid tothe Owner 
or Owners of the Goods, Chattels, or growing 
Crops eo seized and sold, or to the person or per- 
sons in whose possession the same may have been 
found.

X. And it is hereby enacted, that the Court of 
Quarter Session of the said Settlement shall have 
power to hear and determine in such manner ag ty 
the said Court shall seem just all appeals by 
parties who may feel themselves aggrieved by, or 
who may have any reason to object to any demand 
for payment of any Assessment or Tax leviable 
under this Act whether on the ground of surcharge 
or otherwise, provided always, that before any app. 
plication for any such appeal shall be entertained 
hy the said Court the party or parties making the 
same shall fiist pay the amount of the Assessment 
or Tax charged, and at the time of such payment 
give notice in writing of his or their intention to 
appeal to the Collector or other Officer by whor 
such Assessment or Tax may have been demande, 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that no appeal 
shall be allowed by the said Court of Quarter 
Session unless the same shall have been made and 
prosecuted within three months from the time of 
payment of the amount of Assessment or Tax de- 
manded and delivery of such notice to the Collec- 
tor or other Officer aforesaid. 


XI. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
monies collected from the Assessment and Taxes 
leviable under this Act at the said several 
Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singa- 
pore and Malacca, and the dependencies and places 
aforesaid, shall be called the “ Municipal Fund,” 
and that the same or so much thereof as shall 
be required shall be applied in manner herein- 
after mentioned, towards the payment and main- 
tenance of an efficient Police and of an Estab- 
lishment for the collection of the said Assessment 
and ‘Taxes at each of the said Stations, dependen- 
cies and places; and also towards the efficient 
watching, repairing, renewing, cleansing, draining 
and keeping in repair the public Roads and Streets 
and all other public thoroughfares in Town and 
Country at each of the said Stations, dependencies 
and places; and also towards the repairing, renew- 
ing, building, rebuilding, cleansing and securely 
upholding all public Bridges, Jetties, Quays, 
Aqueducts, Canals, Sluices, Sewers and Sluice- 
gatea made for or in the occupation or use of the 
public atthe said Stations, dependencies and places 
either made, commenced or hereafter to be made; 
and also towards the lighting of the said public 
Streeta and Bridges, and to the effecting of other 
purposes necessary for the comfort and protection 
of the inhabitants of the said Settlement, depen- 
dencies and places. Provided always, that all 
Roads, Streets and Bridges leading to and ter- 
minating at any Government House and other 
Building befonging to Government, or any Military 
Post, Barracks or Cantonment, or any Hospital, 
Poor House, Sailor’s Home or other Benevolent 
or Charitable Institution under the patronage of 
Government, or any place of public Worship shall 
be deemed to be Public Roads, Streets and Bridges 
within the meaning of this Act. 


XI1J. And whereas it is desirable, that a cer- 
tain number of the Rate-payers of the said Settle- 
ment ehould from time to time be appointed to 
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assist the ‘Government in the management of the 
said Municipal Fund, as well as in the performance 
of other Municipal Acts hereinafter mentioned : 
It is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the 
Chief Civil Authority of the said Settlement for 
the time being, from time to time, to nominate and 
appoint at each of the said Stations of Prince of 
Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, a Muncipal 
Committee to consist of five resident Rate-payers, 
of whom two shall be Officers of the local Govern- 
ment, and iu case it shall be found impracticab le 
from refusal to act, to obtain at either of the said 
Stations a sufficient number of unofficial persona 
to compose such Committee, it shall be competent

Provided, nevertheless, 
that it shall be competent for the said Chiaf Civil 
Authority at any time, if he shall think fit, to 
refer any matter or thing whatsoever herein to be 
done and performed for the sanction or instruc- 
tions of the Governor of Bengal, accompanied by 
the opinion or observations thereon of the said 
Municipal Committee, and that nothing in this 
Act contained shall be construed to affect any of 
the provisions of Act No. III. of 1847. 


XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that the said 
Municipal Committee shall have power to make 
Rules and Regulations, subject to the approval of 
the said Chief Civil Authority, for more fully and 
effectually carrying out and performing the objects 
and purposes specified in Sections XII. and XIII, 
of this Act, and to alter or amend the same from 
time to time aa may be necessary subject to the 
like approval. 


XV. And itis hereby enacted, that as soon 
after the Ist day of January in every year as may 
be practicable, the Collector or other Officer ap- 
pointed to collect the Assessment and Taxes un- 
der this Act at each of the said Stations of Prince 
of Wales’ Island, Singapore and Malacca, shall 
prepare a detailed Statement of the said Munici- 
pal Fund exhibiting the sums collected under the 
respective heads of Assessment, ‘I'axes or other- 
Wise during the preceding year, and shewing also 
the disbursements which have been made during 
the same period, and that the said statement shall 
be published at the Station to which it relates in a 
Newspaper, and if such Station shall have no 
Newspaper then the publication shall be made in 
some Newspaper at any of the other Stations; and 
the said statement shall also be open to general 
Inspection at the Office of such Collector or other 
Officer for a period of one month from the date of 
18 publication. 

_ XV]. And it is hereby enacted, that the Officer 
Superintending the Police at each of the said Sta- 
tions of Prince of Wales’ Island, Singapore and 
Malacca, shall between the Ist and 15th day of 
January in every year, require the Owners of all 
Palanquin Carriages, Carts, and other Vehicles, 
rept in such Station for the purpose of being let 
to hire for the conveyance of passengers or goods 
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to enter such Palanquin Carriages, Carts and 
other Vehicles, in a Register to be kept for that 
purpose at the Police Office of such Station. And 
every Owner of a Palanquin Carriage, Cart or 
other Vehicle subject to such registration who shall 
omit or refuse to enter such Vehicle at the Police

And it is hereby enacted, that every 
Owner of a registered Palanquin Carriage, Cart or 
other Vehicle who shall neglect to place in a con- 
spicuous part of such Vehicle a numbered board 
which shall be furnished to him by the Registering 
Officer, shall on conviction before a Justice of the 
Peace, pay a fine not exceeding Five Spanish 
Dollars for each offence, to be recovered in manner 
specified in the last foregoing Section. 


XAVIHI. And it is hereby enacted, that all 
Quarter Session and Police fees, fines, poundage, 
and forfeitures imposed, levied and paid at each of 
the said Stations of Prince of Wales’ Island, Sin- 
gapore and Malacca shall be forthwith paid into 
the said Municipal Fund at such Station in aid of 
the several purposes specified in Section XII. of 
thie Act. 


AIX. And itis hereby enacted, that no Assess-

Act No. X. or 1848. 


An Act for annexing the lapsed State of Manilvee 
to the Presidency of Bombay. 


Whereas the State of Mandvee has lapsed to 
the British Government :— 


I. Its hereby enacted, that from and after the 
Ist day of May, 1848, the lapsed State of Mand- 
vee, as described in the annexed Schedule, shall be 
subject to all Regulations and Acts which are, or 
shall be, in force within the territories subject to 
the Presidency of Bombay. 


I]. And it is hereby enacted, in modification of 
Section X XI. Regulation I] of 1827; of Section 
VI. Regulation XVI. of 1827; and Sections IX., 
XVI, XXXIV. and XLIX. of Regulation XVII. 
of 1827, that suits on the following subjects shall 
not be cognizable by the Civil Courts within the 
said lapsed State of Mandvee: 


Ist. All claims for damages against persons in 
authority under the Jate Government fur abuse of 
power during that period. 


2d. All claims agaiust Government on account 
of Enams. 


3d. All claims against Government on account 
of Jagheers, Wurshasuns, Pensions, Nemnooks and 
other advantages not hereditary. 


4th. All disputes regarding public Reut or 
Revenue payable to Government, and ail com- 
plaints of exaction by Mamlutdars, or District or 
Village Officers. 

5th. All claims on account of Village debts, 
all Village boundary disputes, and disputes re- 
garding the use of wells and water courses. 


I}f. And it is hereby enacted, that the Gover- 
nor of Bombay in Council shall be, and is hereby 
empowered to exempt from the jurisdiction of the 
Civil and Criminal Courts, the Widows and such 
of the present ‘relatives of the late Rajas of 
Mandvee aa may to him seem proper, and to 
declare the persons so exempted amenable to the 
authority of an Agent whom he may appoint for 
this purpose.

together with the expenses of feed and keep, and the cost of repair fordamage done. Unclaimed 
Cattle will be sent to the established Canal Pounds to be disposed of by the Superintendent as usual, 
and the net proceeds of the sale will be credited to the Canal. Cattle or other animals going down to 
the stream, or crossing it at any other places than the established Ghats or Fords will be held to have 
been wilfully driven, or to have accidentally strayed, as the case may be. 


2d. As the management of these works involves considerations, which can be appreciated only in 
the Revenue Department, and as the realization of the Land Revenue in the tract effected by the 
waters of the Jheel depends on the efficient maintenance of the works, and ae their superintendence 
and management can be best provided for in the Revenue Departmeut, it seems unnecessary to keep 
the works longer under the control of the Military Board. The works will accordingly be considered 
from May Ist next as Civil works, and will be managed and charged for in the same manner as the works 
for irrigation in Rohilcund. ‘The Superintendent General of Canals will however continue to exercise 
supervision and control over these works, and no charge on account of them shall be admitted without 
his countersignature. In the capacity of Superintendent General he will correspond direct with the 
Government. ‘There will be no objection to Mr. Battie’s corresponding direct with the Superintend- 
ent General on all points cannected with the construction of the works, provided that it be with the 
Gollector’s sanction, and that the Collector be always kept cognizant of what passes. Applications 
for sanction to new works must be matle through the Comusissioner and Sudder Board of Revenue.

Escape in extraordinary floods. ‘The ends of these 
embankments where they abut on the Masonry may 
be protected by a small parapet as shewn above. 





Sdly. That this embankment be never wilfully cut through under any circumstances, 
4thly. That the Jowest sluice be either kept constantly open, or if closed that it be not opened 
without a week’s previous notice to the Collector or to the Supervisor of the Jheel Works.

Sir,—Adverting to my Letter, dated the 2d 
instant, I have the honor to suggest for your con- 
sideration, whether it would not be advisable to 
publish a Notice in the Calcutta Papers, intimat- 
ing to the public generally, especially the Mer- 
cantile Community, that, if they desire their Over- 
land Letters, to be forwarded on hy the Govern- 
ment Overland Express, they should request their 
Correspondents to mark “per Express,” and to 
keep within the limited weight of two tolas; and 
that, meanwhile, until the system becomes ge 
nerally known, they ought to ‘advise me, whether 
they wish any of their Letters, not so marked, to 
be sent on from Bombay by the Express. 


2d.—By the last Express I dispatched as Usual 
a number of Overland Letters, not especial) 
marked, because, had J not done so, great disar. 
pointment would have been experienced by par. 
tieg in Calcutta; but Lintend to discontinue the 
practice, after a sufficient time has elapsed to aq. 
mit of the publhc becoming aware of the Privilege 
conceded by the Notification of May issued by the 
London General Post Office, and to dispatch by 
the Overland Express those Letters only whieh 
are 80 marked. 

3d.—'The public ought moreover to be most espe. 
cially warned not to mark “ per Express” on letters 
exceeding two tolas in weight, because such letters 
cannot be so dispatched. ‘They will invariably be 
detained (as was the case on the arrival of the last 
Mail.) for transmission by the post regular dawk, 
dispatched after the Icxpress. 

4th.—I shall feel much obliged by your favoring 
me with alist of ** Newspaper Offices” in Caleutta, 
and by your informing the parties connected there.

vib.—The new rule limits the weight of a
